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Weidelberg-Alexander’s star re- 
cruit, Claude Lucchesi long has 
been renowned as one of the most 
skilful players in Australia. After 


seven seasons with Brunswick-Ju- . 


ventus, five with Preston-Make- 
donia and one with Green Gully, he 
remains an entertainer, a virtuoso. 
But, he can take knocks and dish 
them out because, increasingly, 
that is the only way to survive in 
Australian soccer. 


“Sure, Australian soccer is competi- 


tive,” he says. “We saw that in the fast 
World Cup series. Sut skill is disappear- 
ing, and crowds with it. 

“Skill and entertainment value have 
been sacrificed for hard running and hard 
tackling. 

_ “I believe that if skill returns to our 
game, the crowds will too. 

“People want to be entertained, They 
want to see players doing things with the 
ball that they, the spectators. can't even 
dream of doing. 

“In years gone by, talented players in 
whom skill was encouraged would slice 
through a defence with sheer ball control 
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and clever passing. Now they crash 
through with hard running, shoving, tack- 
ling and high jumping. 

“I believe Melbourne Croatia's crowds 
are up, and much of the increase must be 
due to its skilful style. Footscray JUST sim- 
ilarly drew an unprecedented crowd of 
about 2600 at home in the first round, 
against a Queensland club! 

“Committees and fans, as well as coach- 
es, are to blame for the disappearance of 
skill. They are interested only in winning. 
The committees and fans put pressure on 
the coaches to win, and the coaches will 
resort to kicking the opposition off the 
park, or running extra laps to get the team 
fitter than the opponents, if that’s the only 
way to get the results the committee wants. 

“When I hang up my boots, I will go to 
NSL games only if I can see players who 
will entertain me. I don’t want to see sharp 
crosses bouncing into the net off someone's 
back. 

“It’s a gloomy picture, I’m afraid. Skill 
and entertainment are going out the win-

dow, and so. crowds will deteriorate fur- 
ther and the money to improve soccer will 
simply not be there." _ 

He believes that Heidelberg coach Brian 
Garvey has more regard for skill than 
many other coaches. ‘Heidelberg always 
has been hard, but they've always played 
with the ball as well, when they've had 
control of it,” he says. 

Melbourne Croatia will be rewarded for 
its skill by finishing among the leaders in 
the championship. “Croatia always will 
find gaps in opposing defences because its 
players are so skilful,” Lucchese says. 
“The only problem is that, after one or two 
bad games, there always are problems off 
the field — among the committee and fans. 
That is reflected on the field. If those prob- 
lems are avoided, Croatia is in for a great 
season’ 


Lucchesi has signed a two-year contract 


with Heidelberg, which had to pay Green’ 
Gully only the $5000 maximum transfer 
fee stipulated in his contract. A similar 
clause enabled him to move from Make- 
donia chéaply, but he’s forfeited the maxi- 
mum-fee clause in his latest move.

Alan Hunter 


to go back to 
Nth Ireland?

If Alan Hunter is right, Heidelberg solved its major problem when 
it signed Claude Lucchesi from Green Gully last week. 


“We were crying out for someone to put the ball in the back of the net and somone with 
experience. Claude fills the bill on both scores,” said Hunter, NSL under 21 Player of the 


Year last season. 


Hunter switched to Heidelberg from Brisbane Lions for $16,000 earlier this year in 
a bid to gain Socceroo recognition. The deal almost fell through when he found out 
that Socceroo sweeper Charile Yankos had been transferred from Heidelberg to 


Adelaide Hellas. 


“T panicked a bit at first then I sat down and thought about the whole thing. I realised that Charlie 
Yankos wouldn't get me into a green and gold strip. If anyone does that, it will be Alan Hunter.” 

And If Hunter succeeds, he'll have the last laugh on Les Scheinflug, the man who left him out of 
the young Socceroo squad which contested the World Youth Cup finals in Mexico in 1983. 

“The Queensland youth side had cleaned everyone up at the 1982 national championships, winning 
the final 4-1 against NSW, yet only had four players who went to Mexico — Russell Stewart, Danny 
Wright, Frank Farina and Steve Jackson. 

“Frankly, I was pretty bitter about being left out but every dog has his day. Let’s just leave it at 


that.” 


Want a cheap player? 
Look to Newcastle 









Newcastle-Rosebud’s campaign 
to hold its place in the Olympic Air- 
ways National Soccer League is be- 
ing threatened by Federation 


policy within its own area. 

The Newcastle club operates on a far lower bud- 
get than mest of its opponents, but good players 
have to be transferred away for a song. 

Club secretary Ernie Lamb is concerned over 

how little money has been raised from transfer 
fees received for some of the best talent in the 
country. 
He said: “We collected only $3500 from St George 
for Mike Boogaard, a player who came through the 
ranks with Craig Johnston of Liverpool, and one of 
the best defenders around. 


“Apia-Leichhardt is absolutely delighted about 
signing our winger, Darren Stewart, but we could 
ask only a paltry $1000 for him. 

“The list of leading Newcastle players with vari- 


ous clubs goes on and on, but rarely can we do any 
good from the deals. 

“The underlying problem is that we can put a 
realistic present-day market fee on a player, but it 
will be reduced on appeal to the Northern New 
South Wales Soccer Federation. 

“Their policy is that a player’s transfer fee is to 
be no more than two and a half times what he 
receives from us over a season. 

“Apart from the fact that our match payments 


are somewhat low by NSL standards, there is a 


further complication. 

“The players who leave are often just about to 
blossom because they have just left the Youth 
team and are about to commence regular first- 
team payments. 

“It went against the grain to lose Stewart, poten- 
tially one of the best wingers in Australia, for 
$1060, but what can we do about it?” 

Clearly the Northern NSW Federation could 
keep the lid on transfers within its own domain. 

It could however help the Newcastle club by 
allowing a realistic fee where the player goes out- 


Side its own area of jurisdiction. 

In Sydney, Apia-Leichhardt has been celebrat- 
ing the renovation of Lambert Park, which has 
been carried out with the assistance of Leichhardt 
Municipal Council. 

In charge of the development has been club offi- 
cial and builder Ron Orsatti. 

He said: “Council’s contribution has been 
$160,000 to this stage and our werk and input has 
meant that improvements are valued at $250,000. 


“We have replaced the old fire-damaged wooden 
stand with-the new VIP lounge and clubrooms and 
covered the Marion Street seating. 


“By 1987 we aim to have two large fabricated 
lightning poles in place, for night games. 

“The improved Lambert Park is just what we 
need fer games against clubs other than Sydney 
Olympic and Sydney Croatia.” 


It seems that former Socceroo coach Rale Rasic 
has the facility he needs, and team improvements 
in hand will revitalise what was years ago one of 
Sydney’s best supported soccer clubs.

Nationa! League. 

Following a favorable reac- 
tion to initial plans from all 
parties late last year, the NSW 
contingent went home and rea- 
lised that the proposed struc- 
ture was TOO fair, and that 
they have the God-given right 
to expect some favoritism in 
any such plans. 

So, having jumped up and

down long enough, John Con- 


stantine and the NSW Federa- 
tion got their way: 


@ One club automatically 
promoted each year from NSW 
(taking-in Sydney, Northern 
NSW and the ACT); 


@ The criteria for member- 
ship, for the first year of the 
league, to be changed to the 
advantage of Sydney clubs! 


So instead of crowd-support 
being worth the suggested 25% 
of the ‘suitability scale’, it is 
now only worth 10%. The last 
thing Sydney clubs would want 
was a large emphasis on 
crowd-support! 


The “administrative and fi- 
nancial ability” criteria was 
completely scrapped, giving 
past and 1986 performance 
greater weight in the equation. 
Once again, this suits NSW 
very nicely. They have much 


better teams on the park, than - 


they have club administrators, 
if stories escaping from the 
harbor-city are correct. Paper- 
thin financial structures, and 
those clubs that are surviving 
are doing so thanks to the 
pokeys. 


Why is it, though, that NSW 
always seems to get its way? 

They obviously hold some 
‘valuables’ -— good teams, 
some money, and whatever 
else it is that holds the remain- 
ing state Federations to ran- 
som. But make no mistake, the 
other State delegations are as 
selfish and weak as NSW is 
selfish and stubborn. Victoria 
especially, must see the 14- 
team league as the financial 












second-coming for their clubs! 

.. God knows why! Why else 
would they submit to such bla- 
tantly NSW loaded proposals? 
So, after an initial glimmer of 


hope, selfishness takes its grip _ 


once more on soccer's plans 
for the future. 

If this state of affairs is not 
bad enough, add Sir Arthur 
George to the cocktail. Quote 
“Sydney is the capital of soccer 
in this country and so NSW has 
the right to protect its access to 
the NS.L.” Firstly, I'd like to 
know what makes Sydney the 
capital . . . and then I'd like to 
know of any other country’s 
‘soccer-capital’ that has simi- 
lar access to its national com- 
petition> Has Merseyside or 
Munich or Glasgow got such 
access for its clubs? 

Perhaps we need people like 
Jock Reilly in the A.S.F. Some- 
one who apparently is not 
strongly tied to any club, and 
seems prepared to speak his 
mind, no matter whose toes he 
steps on. 

We've suffered from So- 
ceroo coaches being Sydney- 
based, and players shifting 
there as a result; we've suf- 
fered from previous National 
Leagues with more teams from 
NSW than any other state; 
we've suffered from Sydney 
getting preference to most ‘big’ 
international games. 

Maybe it'll only stop with a 
VFL-like monopoly, a ‘Nation- 
al’ League purely consisting of 
NSW clubs. 

With the automatic promo- 
tion NSW has ensured it is theo- 
retically possible to have 13 
NSW clubs out of the 14!). 

Then we can go back to State 
Leagues and Start the whole 
process over again!!

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Hunter is one of the few central defenders in the National 
League who excels at going forward. Along with Tony Dakos of 
Sydney Olympic, Gary McDowell of South Melbourne Hellas and 
John Yzendoorn of Brunswick Juventus, Hunter lets us know that 
the true libero role isn’t completely lost to Australian soccer. 

Yet it’s a role that Socceroo boss Frank Arok was loathe to 
allocate over the past two years. His regular sweeper, Yankos, had 
to concentrate on his defensive duties primarily, but Arok may 
have a change of heart as he ushers in a new era for the national 
team. 

Let's hope so, there’s nothing better than to watch skilled cen- 
tral defenders breaking upfield. 

Hunter also has his critics. He’s been accused of holding onto 
the ball too long at times inside the defensive third of the field but 
he rejects such criticism. 

“A lot of defenders in Australia can’t go forward and I really 
think that if you can play with the ball a bit you should. I played 
up front until I was 15 so I guess that’s why | like to hold onto the 
ball a bit then try and build up play from the back. It’s not my 
fault that coaches here are too defensively minded. That’s their 
problem.” 

Hunter probably has sickened some of the Heidelberg players 
already with his persistence on the need to shoot. 

“Look, I know it sounds silly because it’s so basic but so many 
players forget that if you don't have a go at goals you never score. I 
sit down sometimes at half time and ask the lads if we had any 
shots on target in the first half. They'll say no. So I ask them how 
can we expect to score in the second half if we don’t shoot? You 
can play pretty football for as long as you like but if you don't get 
the ball forward and haven't got players prepared to attempt shots 
you'll get nowhere. How many games do you see where there 
hardly are any shots? Once you start counting them up, you'll be 
surprised.” 

He's starting to sound like a coach, isn’t he? 

Maybe that’s because of the success he had last year when he 
coached the under 13s of Centenary United in Brisbane. That team 
didn't win a game in 1984 but finished sixth under Hunter. 

“I’m not saying that the boys won a few games because of me. 
All L did was make a few positional changes. The guy who had 
coached them the previous year told me that they were hopeless 
but I watched them training and saw this boy who could be any- 
thing with a ball but he'd been playing centre half. Young kids 
today can have their talent wasted by staying in defence. I moved 
this boy into an attacking midfield role and he did very well. 
There was another lad there with a magic left foot. He'd been 
playing left back. I moved him onto the left wing and he went well 
too. 


“The kids were absolutely over the moon when they won their 
first game last season and they ended up doing okay. It was 
something I thoroughly enjoyed and I'd like to get into coaching 
when I wind down as a player.” 

Hunter owes his success in part to coaches with very positive 
ideas on soccer, guys like Fred. Robbins, George Pagan, Ron Smith 
and Simon Kistemaker. The pick of the bunch is Kistemaker. 

“Simon Kistemaker is probably the best coach I've been under. 
The guy was just so professional in everything he did. The only 
reason Lions couldn't bring him back from Holland after his stint 
here was money. The club just couldn't afford him.” 

What about current Lions coach Gordon Arrowsmith? 


“He’s nowhere near as professional as Kistemaker, and 
there’s not much discipline. 

“That's not meant as a shot at Lions because the club has been 
very, very good to me and I'd like to see them doing well. I think 
they will. They've got a pretty good squad and this Scottish guy 
Morton apparently is just what they needed up front.” 

Hunter’s contract with Heidelberg expires in December, 1987 
and it wouldn't surprise to see him heading back to Northern 
Ireland where he was born. His parents came to Geelong in Vic- 
toria but couldn't settle. They returned to Larne but came back to 
Australia when Alan Hunter was three years old, settling in Bris- 
bane. His father, Norman, runs a steel erection and rigging busi- 
ness while his younger brother David is a regular with Lions 


When Alan Hunter was 15 he went back to Larne to visit rela- 
tives. He also played with Larne reserves. He must be proud of his 
background judging by the eagerness with which he tackled the 
job of selecting a Northern Ireland team to compete in a mini 
World Cup tournament in Brisbane late last year. 

“We got to the semis but lost 1-0 to Croatia after extra time. It 
was a rip-off. We were so upset that we didn’t even turn up for the 
awards at the end of the tournament. 

“T hear that there's a similar sort of thing down here each year 
and that it’s a lot more professionally run. If I'm asked to get a 
Northern Ireland side together I'l! be right into it.” 
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The first thing you notice at Croatia’s home 
matches at King Tomislav Park is the ex- 
traordinary number of families: men go to the 
game with their wives and children. Nowhere 
else in Australian soccer will you see such a 
large percentage of women in the crowd as 
here; the atmosphere is more of a village fair 
than a soccer match. But that’s lovely, really. 
Men are less likely to brawl! or cause a riot if 
they are with their families. 

The Americans, when they used to dream of turning 
soccer into a major sport there, did everything in their 
power to make soccer a family affair. Eventually, they 
failed completely not just with the family concept but 
with soccer as a whole. 

Here, Sydney Croatia has succeeded; perhaps the 
club knows best how or why but, I suspect, it’s all got 
something to do with a oe patriotism.

In a few short years, Croatia has created, at 
King Tomislav Park, a large complex which 
includes a very acceptable soccer ‘stadium’, a 
big and seemingly prosperous clubhouse and 
some support facilities. 

The most recent acquisition is its floodlighting sys- 
tem, perched atop four big towers and providing day- 
time conditions — far, far better than the floodlights of 
Sydney Sportsground, Marconi or St. George stadium. 

Now, one hears, it is planning a grandstand on the 
clubhouse side but this may take some little time, 
because of the enormous costs involved. 

Once that edifice has been built, the ground will 
have gone a long way towards really earning the title 
of ‘stadium’ which, today, is really a generous 
misnomer.

Yet another accolade is due to the club for 
its relentless drive to the top. Despite years of 
persecution by our soccer authorities, Croatia 
has survived, prospered — and has, almost 
overnight, become Sydney’s glamor club. 

Its attendances are easily the highest and soon, al- 
most inevitably, it will also have the most successful 
team in the league. The club which until recently was 
barred, because of its name and alleged politics, from 
mixing it with the ‘best’ is now the mainstay, almost 
saviour of the eran ee of the NSL. 





All these points must surely indicate that I 
have the highest opinion of Croatia. That be- 
ing the case, permit me to turn into a critic. 

For most visitors, a trip to King Tomislav Park, at 
Fairfield, is a high adventure on a survival course. It’s 
easy enough to get near the ground — but then you will 
get bogged down in a parking nightmare. 

King Tomislav Park (park?) lies in a vast dustbow], 
surrounded by roads and streets not kerbed and not 
guttered. The ground has a very small parking area — 


about one tenth of Marconi’s — and all but the very 
fortunate early arrivals are forced to roam, like lost 
souls in the underworld, searching for a parking spot. 

One “popular” area is in the scrub, behind the city- 
end goal, with a narrow path leading to a sidestreet 
(Allemby?). After the recent night game against St 
George, a long stream of péople, in Indian file, and in 
almost total darkness, stumbled through the savanna- 
like tall grass towards their cars. The scene could have 
been used in a movie depicting the Flight into Egypt. 

Before Croatia embarks on an ambitious stadium 
project, it should solve the parking headache. The St. 
George game had to be delayed by some 15 minutes as 
people were still streaming into the ground — many of 
them having simply abandoned their cars outside the 
gates, totally Biocking off Sep Pept earlier. 


Another chaotic feature of the good King 
Tomislav is the gates, just past the clubhouse. 
Croatia has installed new box offices and 
turnstiles — but on that occasion, the system 
either didn’t work or the barricades were 
undermanned. 
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Whatever the reason, the few hundred people trying 
to get in all at once created some very unpleasant 
crowd scenes. 

Actually, a truly big crowd — say for a match 
against Marconi or Olympic — will test the organising 
ability of Croatia. The narrow footpath outside the 
dressing rooms, for instance, should be either widened 
or blocked off, as dangerous.

Seats are at a premium at King Tomislav; a 
few rows of benches behind the western goal 
and a very few others here and there is the 
sum total. The vast majority of spectators 
simply has to stand. 

On the side opposite the dressing rooms, even stand- 
ing isn’t easy. The ground isn't flat but sloping and one 
wonders how people can keep their footing once it 
rains. In fact, the entire stadium is certain to turn into 
a nightmarish quagmire in the wet; heaven only knows 
what the “savanna path” leading to the sidestreet 
parking is like after a few hours of rain .. .

As I mentioned at the outset, the Croatia 
club has made amazing progress in the past 
few seasons. It is undoubtedly the most enter- 
prising in Sydney soccer. 

But it would be less than completely honest if one 
mentioned only its assets, not its problems, as prob- 
lems the club does have and plenty. 

At present, its outlying complex lacks the customary 
creature comforts one expects in the 1980s — a nice 
stand with good seats, adequate parking, well-trained 
ushers and ground crew. 

In the meantime, for a few days anyway, you will 
appreciate even the roughest chair under your bum 
and the tightest parking spot for your car.

He was Green Gully’s out- 
standing player in 1985 but his 
partnership with fellow striker 
Paul Lewis wasn't as success- 
ful as everyone had hoped it 
would be. Lewis, by his own ad- 
mission, had a poor season. He 
sets himself a target of goals 


each year. but his success rate - 


was far from good in 1985. He 
also let himself down by not 
petting involved enough, while 
Lucchesi was racing around 
like the proverbial blue-arsed 
fly 
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partnered him up up front, 
and he believes he'd do better 
with a big man like that next 
to him.” 

Lucchesi expects Stuart Can- 
nel! to have a better season 
than he did last year. Once 
seen as a Socceroo prospect — 
in fact he played in a trial 
game against Tasmania — 
Cannell is, according to Luc- 
chesi, 20 per cent fitter this 
year, and a Jot sharper. “I'd be 
surprised if that isn’t reflected 
in his play,” he says, adding 
that coach George Murray pre- 
fers Cannell to 1985 best and 
fairest player Steve McLelland 
who now wants a transfer. 

Taiking about Murray, who 
coached Canberra City a few 
years ago, Lucchesi says: 
“George has tried too many ex- 
periments in too short a time. 
He would have been better off 
keeping the established play- 
ers in key positions and build- 
ing around them, rather than 
josing time with so many 
changes, most of which didn’t 


has a real means of going for- 
ward, or building attacks, Un- 
der Steve Short last year, we 
rehearsed various ways of at- 
tacking and getting three or 
four players up in support, 
with the emphasis being on 
possession. That’s gone out 
the window. George wants the 
ball to go to the strikers as 
quickly as possible, but that’s 
not much good unless the 
strikers are in the right posi- 
tions to accept the ball. If you 
work it forward with a few 
square passes, you can finally 
play the 10 or 15-yard pass for 
the striker. That’s the type of 
pass defenders find difficult 
to cope with, But if you play 
the ball 30 or 40 yards, you 
make it easy for the defend- 
ers, and frustrating for your 
forwards.”

with a prominent NSL official 
last week.

Friday the 13th is a special date on the 
calendar for Bayern Munich’s supersti- 
tious Danish dynamo Soren Lerby. 


But Lerby'’s response is 
typical of the man. His infec- 
tious enthusiasm for playing 
soccer, and above all for win- 
ning, has made him the driv- 
ing force in  Bayern’s 
midfield. 

Now 28, Lerby is perhaps 
the most complete midfield- 
er in’ Europe since Dutch- 
man Johan Neeskens. 


Matthaeus, a midfielder of 
no mean ability himself, said 
of the Dane: “I admire his 
ability to direct a match, the 
power of his left foot, his 
huge desire to win and his 
tireless fighting spirit.” 

Not a few opponents have 
been left ruefully regretting 
a bruising encounter with the 
Dane and not a few referees 
have taken out their yellow 
card to calm his exuberance.

In the 1984 European 
Championship Lerby 
doubled up as left back and 
left-sided midfielder - and 
still found time to get for- 
ward and score the goal 
which gave Denmark a 1-0 
lead over Spain in the semi- 
final. 

Though the disappoint- 
ment of failing to reach the 
final in Paris still rankles - 
Spain won on penalties after 
a 1-1 draw - Lerby feels Den- 
mark is good enough to make 
an impact in Mexico. 

“The World Cup is very 
open this year,” he said. “We 
could go a long way but, on 
the other hand, it would be 
no disgrace not to get past 
the first round.” 

“At least we have more ex- 
perience now than we did 
two years ago and other 
teams have started to fear us 
- that gives us confidence. 
When I look at videos of that 


the chances we wasted, I rea- 
lise it Was just the confidence 
we lacked then.” 

Lerby’s international ca- 
reer began in 1978 when he 
scored two minutes from 
time to give Denmark a 3-3 
draw in Copenhagen in a 
European Championship 
qualifier with Ireland. 

More than seven years on, 
he has 49 caps for his coun- 
try and a wealth of interna- 
tional experience, having 
spent nine glorious seasons 
with Dutch side Ajax Amster- 
dam, the team he joined as a 
raw 17-year-old. 

Lerby moved to Bayern 
in 1983 to take over the mid- 
field role vacated by the re- 
tiring Paul Breitner and, 
after a season to adjust, be- 
came a huge popular 
success. 

He is happy in Munich 
though he said he would be 
prepared to go if the mght 
move came up. “I enjoy my 
football here and I have no 
thoughts about retiring I 
can't imagine going back to

Never before has a 
World Cup finals debut 
been as eagerly anticipat- 
ed as that of Denmark. 


Long international soccer's under- 
cogs, the Danes are now hailed as the 
Great Danes - a team of splendid pedi- 
gree, widely tipped to take Mexico by 
storm and even rated as potential Cup 
winners tn some quarters 

Denmark's improvement can be at- 
tributed to four major factors 

1) A group of gifted players has 
emerged at the one time. Sweden and 
Holland benefited from similar, equal- 
ly happy coincidences in the 1950s and 
1970s respectively 

2) Those players developed under 
Danish soccer's new semi-professional 
structure, which has been built 
through massivé sponsorship injec- 
tions from brewing giants Carlsberg 
Before 1979. all domestic football was 
strictly amateur 

3) The mobility and freedom en- 
joyed by contemporary European foot- 
ballers gives ambitious, skilled Danes 
unprecendented opportunities to .en- 
hance their careers in the continent's 
majer fully professional leagues. 

4) National team coach Sepp Pion 
tek has brought efficient organisation 
to the “Dansk Boldspil” which was pre- 
viously haphazard to a grotesque de- 
gree and moulded a team unil from his 
widely scattered personne}. 


Denmark plays a flexible 3 - 5 - 2 
system, which gains effectiveness 
through the many games its practi- 
tioners have played together. Each 
member of the probable starting line- 
up against Scotland on June 4 has at 
least 20 caps to his credit. 

The formation relies heavily upon 
hard running from every outfield play- 
er and therefore, in its present form, 
may prove totally unsuited to the ex- 
acting conditions of Mexico. 


Piontek may contemplate slowing 
the tempo and place far greater em- 
phasise than before on the long ball 
to feed his front runners, Preben Elk- 
jaer-Larsen and Michael Laudrup.

INDOOR SOCCER (international rules) 









Rules governing the development of Inter- 


national Indoor Soccer originated in South 
America approximately 50 years ago and 
were implemented at a World Championship 
held in Sao Paulo, Brazil, between 12 nations. 
Brazil defeated Paraguay in the final 3-2. 


International rules dif- 
fer from other indoor soc- 
cer rules in many ways, 

s including the court, ball 
type and size, substitutions, 
foul system and, therefore, 

| coaches and players are 
advised to read the follow- 
ing summary of the inter- 

z national rules prior to 
playing. 

ine game now is faster, 
requires more skill and de- 
mands greater participa- 
tion by all players. The 
kick-and-miss lazy style of 
game cannot be used. 


THE PLAYING 
COURT 


Essentially the playing 
area is between 24-36m 
long and 14-20m wide. The 
court must have clearly de- 
fined side and end lines; 2 
“D” with a 4m radius from 
the edge of the goal and a 
3m straight line at the top 
of the area facing the goal; 
a 6m-diameter centre cir- 
cle; a centre line; and a 
penalty spot 6m from the 
goal. The goals are two me- 
tres high and three metres 
wide (similar to indoor 
hockey and European 
handball goals). 


THE OFFICIAL BALL 


The AISF (Victoria) will 
be using the following 
sizes for local competi- 
tion. Generally the ball 
has very little bounce and 
appears to be 
underinflated: 

Young children — 43- 
45cm circumference, 
300/330gms weight; chil- 
dren/ladies — 53-55cm cir- 








cumference, 370/400gms 
weight; men/youths — 53- 
55cm circumference, 
470/500gms weight. 


PLAYERS 


Each team comprises 
five court players with up 
to a maximum of seven 
reserves. 


UNIFORMS 


All players must wear a 
matching uniform of num- 
bered tops, shorts and 
socks. The goalkeeper may 
wear long pants and must 
wear a top of a color dis- 
tinctive from the rest of his 
team. 


SUBSTITUTIONS 


Teams may make up to 
seven substitutions within a 
game. Each time a player 
leaves the court and 
another enters it is regard- 
ed as a substitution (they 
may be the same players). 
Players must present 
themselves to the scorer 
and the referee before tak- 
ing part in the game. Sub- 
stitutions are only 
permitted when play has 
been stopped (dead ball sit- 
uations) and must be com- 
pleted within 30 seconds. 
No player replacements 
(substitutions) are permit- 
ted after the seventh for 
any reason. 


TIME-OUTS 


Each team is allowed 
one time-out of one minute 
duration per half. Time- 
outs can only be called 
when the ball is “dead”. 
Teams can be coached 
from the sidelines provid- 
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ed this action does not in- 
terrupt play. 


PLAYING TIME 


Centre game times for 
1985/6 local competitions 
will be as follows: 

Juniors: 15 minutes each 
way (24 minutes total play- 
ing time); seniors: 15 
minutes each way (28 
minutes total playing 
time). 

All representative 
matches and Champion- 
ship Divisions: Juniors: 15 
minutes each with five 
minutes half time; seniors: 
20 minutes each way with 
five minutes half time. 


GOALS 


Goals can be scored 
from anywhere outside 
the goal area from any 
kick except a goal-kick or 
the kick-off. Goals cannot 
be scored from any throw- 
in, either directly or by 
deflection off the goal- 
keeper. A player is 
deemed to be offside if he 
receives the ball inside 
the “D” from either a 
throw-in or a free kick. 


PLEASE NOTE: A goal 
can be scored from inside 
the goal area “D” if the 
ball is deflected off an op- 
posing player, not the goal- 
keeper, except when the 
player attempting to score 
is ruled offside. 


FOULS 


Fouls come under three 
classifications — techni- 
cal, personal and 
disciplinary.

Technical: These cover 
physical contact or at- 
tempted physical contact 
such as kicking; tripping 
(including slide tackle); 
jumping; blocking from 
behind or in front; strik- 
ing; holding; pushing;

when tackled; taking the 
ball from the keeper’s 
hands; keeper out of goal 
area. 


Penalty: A direct free 
kick to the opposing team 
and the recording of a foul 
against the offending 
player.

Penalty: The above are 
bookings, but do not count 
against the player or 
team as a cumulative foul. 
However, if the player is 
expelled for his misde- 
meanour he cannot be 
substituted. 


TEAM FOULS 


All technical and person- 
al fouls (i.e. any free kick) 
are recorded against the 
team. Each team is al- 
lowed, for the first five 
fouls, to form a wall at 
three metres. When the 
referee lowers his hand the 
kick may be taken. Failure 
to keep the three metres 
until the ball is in play isa 
booking offence. From the 
sixth foul, no wall is per- 
mitted and a clear path to 
the goal three metres wide 
must be allowed. All fouls 
are direct free kicks and 
can be scored from except 
when played in the goal 
area. The ball must leave 
the goal area before being 
played by another player. 
All cumulative team fouls 
are cancelled at half time. 
Player fouls accumulate 
until the completion of the

GOAL KICK 


Any player from the 
team may take a goal kick. 
The ball must leave the 
goal area and all opponent 
players must be three me- 
tres from the ball. 


THROWS 


Sidelines throw-ins 
must be taken from the 
exact spot with both feet 
on the ground outside the 
court area. The line is re- 
garded as part of the 
court. 


Corner throws: Players 
must face diagonally oppo- 
site corner with feet placed 
outside the court and 
placed so that they inter- 
cept at the corner, follow- 
ing the two lines. 


Goal throwing: Only the 
goalkeeper may exercise 
this throw and must com- 
plete the throw within five 
seconds. He may ground or 
kick the ball or execute a 
throw following grounding 
the ball, but all action must 
be within the five seconds. 
Failure to abide by this 
rule will result in a person- 
al foul. 


OFFICIALS 


All games must have 
one referee, two linesmen 
and scorer/timekeeper. 


EXPULSION 


The following offences 


are liable to earn expul- 
Sion (i.e. no substitutions 
are allowed): Holding the 
uniform or body of an op- 
posing player, deliberate 
handball; failure to keep 
three metres; others as 
mentioned in the rules. 


International Rules In- 
door Soccer is a game of 
skill and is even more en- 
joyable when the referee is 
required only to blow the 
whistle to start the game, 
for each goal and at half 
and full time. 


Remember that all fouls 
count against your team 
and foul play can cost you 
the game. There seems 
little point in losing the 
game because of a silly 
foul. The game is designed 
to be free of physical 
contact. 


When you foul you will 
be required to show your 
number to the scorer as di- 
rected by the referee. Man- 
agers and coaches should 
monitor the foul situation 
throughout the game. 


International Rules In- 
door Soccer is one of the 
fastest and most exciting 
indoor games in the world 
when played according to 
the rules. Scores can be 
quite large and yet not 
mean a massive defeat and 
therefore create even 
more excitement for the 
spectator
